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Council and Café Board Discuss 
Outdoor Sales of Beer and Wine 


The Greenbelt City Council 
met with representatives of the 
New Deal Café on Monday, June 
11 to discuss conditions the city 
hopes the county liquor board 
will attach to the Café’s request 
to serve alcohol outdoors on its 
patio. Early in May the city 
learned that the Prince George’s 
County Board of License Com- 
missioners (BLC) had on its 
May 9 agenda the request from 
the Café. An additional request 
was to change the organization’s 
names on the license since its 
election of a new board of direc- 
tors. 

In a May 9 letter to the BLC, 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin requested that consideration 
of the New Deal Café request be 
deferred until the city council had 
time to fully consider and com- 
ment on the matter. 

The issue was thus on the 
May 14 agenda of council and, 
in a May 16 follow-up letter to 
the BLC, Mayor Judith F. Davis 
expressed appreciation for its de- 
ferral of the New Deal Cafeé’s re- 
quest for outdoor alcohol service. 
Her letter noted that a majority 
of councilmembers voted to sup- 
port allowing the Café to serve 
alcohol outdoors on an adjacent 
sidewalk/patio. 

Four listed conditions were 
included, however: (1) No plas- 
tic cups or bottles are allowed 
outside. The beer and wine is 
only to be served in glasses. (2) 
Table service is to be required 
at the outdoor tables. Patrons 
are not allowed to carry their

beer or wine to the tables. (3) 
The boundary of the outdoor 
New Deal Café property is to be 
clearly delineated with some type 
of separation from the adjacent 
public (city) property. (4) There 
is to be regular supervision of the 
outdoor area. 
More Conditions 

In the meantime, council 
met with representatives of the 
Roosevelt Center Merchant’s As- 
sociation and received additional 
suggestions for conditions that 
the group felt should be applied 
by the BLC to any approval of 
the New Deal Café request. The 
June 11 worksession was thus 
arranged to discuss the proposed 
conditions with the Café leaders. 

All members of council were 
present, as well as McLaughlin, 
City Clerk Kathleen Gallagher 
and Lt. David Buerger and Set. 
Jerry Potts of the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department. 

Representing the New Deal 
Café were Peter May, the Café’s 
new president; board members 
David Ziegler, Dorian Winterfeld 
and Elena Khasanova and Café 
General Manager Joel Moodie. 

May reported that the Café’s 
license had been changed to re- 
flect the name changes stem- 
ming from the new organization. 
May’s name is now on the li- 
cense along with those of Win- 
terfeld and Ray Stevens. Based 
on the city’s communications, the 
BLC advised the New Deal Café 
to maintain discussions with the 
city to develop a more specific 
agreement on proposed require- 


ments for beer and wine service 
on the outdoor patio. 
Financial Update 

New Deal Café members also 
provided council with an update 
on the Café’s financial status 
and how it is dealing with cash- 
flow and indebtedness problems 
since the board election and new 
management at the Café. May 
stressed that the Café was hold- 
ing more frequent membership 
meetings which helped stabilize 
operations. 

Additionally the Café has 
benefited from several festivals 
and events at Roosevelt Center 
this spring, including the Green 
Man Festival, a Blues Festi- 
val and the recent Art Auction 
held at the Café. The auction 
was arranged by the Café Arts 
Coordinator with the help of 
Friends of the New Deal Café 
Arts (FONDCA) and local art- 
ists. The festivals helped bring 
patrons to the Café and the Cen- 
ter and the live auction proceeds 
of nearly $2,300 will be used to 
replace needed Café food prepa- 
ration equipment. 

May also reported that the 
organization was now current 
with the IRS and with the city on 
the use of the Community Center 
kitchen charges but that costs 
and cash flow still present chal- 
lenges. Café leadership continues 
to work on those challenges and 
has enlisted the services of a 
new bookkeeper and the advice 
of a CPA.

Greenbelt Middle School to Be 
Replaced at a Cost of $41 Million 


On June 14 the Greenbelt 
News Review published excerpts 
from a letter to Greenbelt Middle 
School Principal Judy Austin 
sent by County Councilmember 
Ingrid Turner following her tour 
of the school. Turner found the 
school to be in deplorable condi- 
tion. Other board of education 
members have recently visited 
the school and are in agreement 
that delays in construction at the 
school must be stopped. 

The News Review has been in 
contact with city staff and with 
the school board to try to obtain 
more information. 

City staff have indicated that 
they had scheduled a stakeholders 
meeting with the Board of Educa- 
tion but that it had been canceled 
by the board. Staff has been 
trying to reschedule the meeting 
to learn more about the plans 
for renovation or replacement of 
the 70-year-old Greenbelt Middle 
School. The city was not aware

that final decisions had been 
made. 

A communication from John 
White, the school board’s pub- 
lic information officer, pointed 
out that the $41.8 million is the 
amount that is in the current 
budget for Fiscal Years 2008- 
2013 for the school. This money 
reflects the current approved plan 
for the school which is a to- 
tal replacement of the existing 
school, plus renovating the 1937 
and 1945 historic portions of the 
building. 

White indicated that this re- 
view of the project had been 
transmitted to Turner and other 
school board members on June 
12. 

White continued, “The project 
is moving forward as a middle- 
school replacement. The archi- 
tect is beginning the design and 
the new school will be completed 
in 2010. The students will oc- 
cupy the old school until the new 


school is completed.” 

The question remains — what 
are the plans for repairs needed 
in the old building if it is to con- 
tinue to house students for the 
next several years? According to 
White after the students relocate 
to the new school, newer portions 
of the old school will be demol- 
ished and the historic portions 
retained for a use that has not 
yet been determined. 

Future Needs 

The current plans and project 
cost for the new middle school 
do not reflect any reference to 
the elementary/middle school 
combination designs and propos- 
als regarding AIMCO. (Apart- 
ment and Investment Manage- 
ment Company is the owner of 
Springhill Lake apartments whose 
plans to redevelop may result in 
a significant increase in school 
population.) The development of 
the South Core of Greenbelt Sta- 
tion is expected to begin soon. 


Ambulatory Care Center 
Coming to Greenbelt East

In 1998 proposed plans for 
development of a medical of- 
fice building in Greenbelt East 
were approved but never imple- 
mented by then-owners Dimen- 
sions Healthcare System. Over 
the years many revisions of the 
original site plan had been pre- 
sented before Dimensions bowed 
out permanently. 

When Caperian, Inc. arrived 
on the scene, the new owners 
sought approval of a nearly iden- 
tical proposal for development of 
an outpatient medical care center 
on roughly 2.7 acres of land on a 
nearby tract known as Maryland 
Trade Center IV (Parcel 1), the 
last piece of land in the Mary- 
land Trade Center development. 
Originally the proposed facility 
was sited on part of Parcel 4, the 
Holiday Inn tract. 

Now a facility called the Am- 
bulatory Care Center will rise 
on property that is located a half 
mile southwest of the intersection 
of Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway at the terminus of Ha- 
nover Drive. The street address 
of the new center will be 7300 
Hanover Drive. 


The site is part of an office, 
shopping and hotel/dining com- 
plex that was annexed by the city 
more than 20 years ago. To the 
south is the undeveloped Sunrise 
property, recently included in the 
city’s Forest Preserve; to the east 
and north and west are devel- 
oped commercial properties in the 
Maryland Trade Center. 

According to city planners, 
the facility will be partitioned 
into condominium units sold to 
doctors. Individual practices will 
focus on orthopedic medicine. 
Included will be an arthritis pain 
center, out-patient surgical suites 
and doctors’ offices. 

Detailed Site Plan 

Former applicant Caperian 
remained on the scene until the 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board adopted the project’s De- 
tailed Site Plan (DSP) on July 20, 
2006. (The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil in early June 2006 recom- 
mended approval of the DSP with 
conditions.) Since then Caperian 
transferred the Ambulatory Care 
Center to Manekin Corporation

Museum to Host Lecture 
On Greener Greenbelt

On Tuesday, July 17 at 7:30 
p.m., the Greenbelt Museum will 
host a lecture, “The Greener 
Greenbelt Initiative: a Participa- 
tory Process for Preserving and 
Upgrading Historic Greenbelt.” 
The program will be held at the 
New Deal Café in Roosevelt 
Center. 

The evening’s focus will be a 
discussion of the Greener Green- 
belt Initiative (GGI), a work- 
ing partnership between Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. (GHI) and the 
American Institute of Architects 
(AIA) Potomac Valley Chapter. 
They explain that the two-year 
initiative will create a vision and 
a strategic plan for livability, 
sustainability, affordability and 
preservation in historic Greenbelt 
for the next 30 years. 

Ideally, the strategic plan will 
guide GHI in its capital outlays 
and operational spending. Orga- 
nizers feel that participation by 
GHI members and other historic 
Greenbelt stakeholders 1s critical 
to the success of this effort. 
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Both speakers, Jim Cohen 
and Carl Elefante, have devoted 
much of their careers to explor- 
ing issues such as smart growth, 
community planning and revi- 
talization, and sustainable, green 
architecture and development. 

Cohen, a Greenbelt resident, 
is director of the Urban Stud- 
ies and Planning Program at the 
University of Maryland where 
he has been a member of the 
faculty since 1990. His courses 
have included planning history

Problems 

Council also used the work- 
session as an opportunity to dis- 
cuss with the New Deal Café its 
overall concerns with Roosevelt 
Center and certain activities not 
necessarily related to the New 
Deal Café but that have affected 
both the Center and the Café’s 
business. The focus of the 
discussion was the alleged inap- 
propriate behavior by unnamed 
“local colorful characters” in the 
Center and its environs. 

New Deal Café representa- 
tives noted they were certainly 
aware of such individuals and 
have on occasion asked them 
to leave the Café because of 
inappropriate behavior or lan- 
guage and have also requested 
help from the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department if the offend- 
ing person(s) refused to leave 
the premises. The “police as 
agents” model was suggested 
by council as an approach used 
by other businesses in Greenbelt 
to effect arrests either for dis- 
orderly conduct or trespass on 
private property. 

Councilmembers Leta Mach 
and Konrad Herling said that 
they felt there should be a dis- 
tinction made between New 
Deal Café business and op- 
erational problems from what 
can be considered larger social 
problems related to behavior of 
some individuals in the Center. 

Clear Windows 

Another concern raised by 
councilmembers was the exces- 
sive posting of notices and post- 
ers on windows and doors of 
the Café. They were concerned

that signs and posters create a 
situation where patrons could 
not see inside the establishment 
and where employees could not 
see the patio area from inside 
the Cafe. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens suggested the use of 
what are called A boards, or 
sandwich boards, to advertise 
or announce upcoming events. 
Others suggested the placement 
of signs in “display” cases at- 
tached to the Roosevelt Center 
structures in some way. Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts cau- 
tioned about requirements of the 
historic facade easements that 
would restrict sign placement on 
the structure. 

Davis mentioned that on a 
recent visit to Minneapolis she 
was struck by the effective use 
of kiosks in public spaces. She 
said that although a kiosk had 
been suggested years ago for 
the Roosevelt Center and was 
turned down, such a thing might 
be reconsidered. 

The sign issue brought con- 
cerns from several members 
of the audience attending the 
worksession. Kim Kash noted 
that the use of signage is very 
limited for all Roosevelt Center 
merchants, especially for those 
located on the second floor. 

Michael Cooney urged coun- 
cil to provide general guidance 
on signage to merchants but 
said they should refrain from 
telling the merchants how they 
must comply with the guidance.

Proposed Conditions 

The final item on the work- 
session agenda was discussion 
on proposed additions to the set 
of conditions that the New Deal 
Café and the city could agree 
on and make part of the BLC 
approval of the Café’s request 
for allowing alcohol service 
within the Café patio space. 
Discussed were several addi- 
tional elements that related to 
Operational aspects of providing 
service to the outside patio. 

These new suggestions in- 
cluded a provision that service 
to the outside would end one 
hour prior to the Café closing 
time. Another dealt with up- 
keep of the outdoor area of the 
Café and how to enforce the 
rule regarding patrons not be- 
ing allowed to carry alcoholic 
beverages to their table. A no 
smoking proviso for the out- 
door Café area and a clear view 
available from inside the Café 
to the outdoor seating area were 
additional provisos. 

Café Agrees 

The New Deal representatives 
indicated they could live with 
all of the suggested conditions 
and would begin efforts to ad- 
dress the concerns even before 
the agreed set of conditions are 
finalized. The city will rework 
the set of conditions and present 
them for approval at a future 
meeting. There seemed to be 
a sense that it would take some 
time to fully resolve these is- 
sues and that during this time 
the operations at the Café could 
be assessed, as well as how the 
conditions would be met. Time

under its entity MOR Dimensions 
(no connection to Dimensions 
Healthcare System) according to 
David Meiners, senior developer 
of the Manekin Corporation. 

Meiners said that all required 
permits, including those dealing 
with construction, have been re- 
ceived by Manekin. He expects 
the Ambulatory Care Center to 
be completed in the first quarter 
of 2008. 

The three-story 42,300 square 
foot building, located on the 
2.6673 Parcel 1 tract, will disturb 
two acres, including space for the 
care center and required park- 
ing and landscaping. In order to 
construct all three floors above 
ground, retaining walls will secure 
the soil grades for construction. 

The care center will be ac- 
cessed through a private street off 
Hanover Drive from the east of 
the site. Two access points have 
been shown on the private street 
to the east leading to two turn- 
around features on the north and

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south sides of the building. 

In a July 20, 2006, resolu- 
tion the Prince George’s Planning 
Board approved the DSP for the 
Ambulatory Care Center along 
with conditions. (Several condi- 
tions derive from covenants placed 
on the Maryland Trade Center 
property at the time the city an- 
nexed the land.) 

Center Described 

The care center is described as 
a “three-story flat roof building 
designed in a modern architectural 
style.” The building is surrounded 
on the north, west and south sides 
by on-site parking. 

Elevations of the building fea- 
ture a horizontal presentation with 
fenestration pattern. 

The main elevations (south and 
north) have two parts with a simi- 
lar design. A vertically presented 
brick band, which is distinguished 
in color from the rest of the eleva- 
tions, provides a visual variation 
in composition. All elevations 
are finished with brick and glass.

Each elevation has “a distinguished 
three-part design through a change 
in brick color.” 

The resolution also noted that, 
because the medical building is lo- 
cated within the City of Greenbelt, 
coordination between the county’s 
Department of Public Works and 
Transportation and the city will be 
required in dealing with internal 
roads. 

City planners emphasize that 
the “city holds a covenant on the 
Maryland Trade Center property 
that identifies the city as the plan- 
approving agent for all matters 
related to signage, landscaping, 
building specifications and other 
important design features.” The 
landscape plan includes benches, 
cafe-style tables and bicycle racks 
planned for the two entrances. 

Council requested that the 
applicant make an effort to in- 
troduce low-impact development 
techniques and green technologies 
to the site to mitigate the effects 
of stormwater runoff.

Our Family 


Finds a Fun New Hobby

Following clues, count- 
ing steps and lampposts... . 
does “X” mark the spot? ... 
hidden treasure in hollow trees 
and under fallen stumps. 

My children and I have 
found a new hobby this sum- 
mer: letterboxing. Thanks 
to the Greenbelt Recreation 
Department and Arts Program 
intern Alex Butcher we don’t 
have to leave Greenbelt to en- 
joy this new hobby and have 
been learning about Green- 
belt’s history along the way. 

Butcher came up with the 
idea of letterboxing to cel- 
ebrate the 70th anniversary of 
the City of Greenbelt. Ten 
“letterboxes” were hidden 
around Greenbelt and will re- 
main there all summer. Each 
waterproof box contains a 
notebook, unique carved rub- 
ber stamp and ink pad. At 
the June Artful Afternoon at 
the Community Center, Butch- 
er guided us through mak- 
ing our own notebooks and 
personalized rubber stamps. 
We then printed out the clues 
from the Greenbelt Arts web 
page and set off hunting. 

My children, David (9), 
Elizabeth (6) and Rebecca 
(almost 3) very much enjoy 
searching for the boxes. Eliz- 
abeth likes going down little 
secret paths and David loves 
the idea of a treasure hunt. 
They take turns at reading 
the clues and need very little 
help from me in finding where 
they need to go. When we 
find a letterbox we use our 
homemade rubber stamps to 


leave our mark in the book 
inside the box and use the 
stamp from the box to print 
in our books. It’s fun to look 
through each notebook to see 
who found it before us. 

The letterboxes vary in 
the amount of time and effort 
required to find them. Six of 
them are hidden in or around 
Roosevelt Center; most of 
these are easy to find and 
you only have to walk a few 
feet between each clue. Two 
letterboxes are at Greenbelt 
Lake and these involve a lot 
more walking. If you look 
for both letterboxes on the 
same trip, it will involve a 
complete circuit of the lake. 
(We took our bikes.) The 
remaining two letterboxes 
are hidden at Springhill Lake 
and Schrom Hills Park. At 
the start of each set of clues, 
there is a short section tell- 
ing the history of that area of 
Greenbelt or about a person 
or event connected with that 
part of Greenbelt. My chil- 
dren were very impressed to 
find out what an important 
city they live in! 

To try letterboxing for 
yourself, you'll just need a 
small notebook or journal 
and a rubber stamp. You can 
make your own stamp or buy 
one from a craft store. The 
clues can be printed off the 
Greenbelt Arts web page at 
http://www.greenbeltmd.gov/ 
arts/. If you collect stamps 
from all 10 letterboxes, you 
can enter a drawing to win 
a prize.
